The work of laying out nine miles of 
drives on a 500-acre éstate has been one 
of Mr. Huntington's principal recrea- 
tions during the last three or four 
years.

‘THE BIGGEST IN VICTORIA NYANZA 
AND BOSSED BY AN AMERICAN. 


From Our Own Correspondent. 


KEREWE ISLAND (Lake Victoria.)\—Away out 
here in the heart of East Africa, 100 miles below the 
equator, on the biggest island in Victoria Nyanza, I 
~ find an American acting as boss. He is the only white 
‘Man on the island, and he has surrounding him some- 
thing like 25,000 natives. He came out to Africa expect- 
ing to make a fortune in gold mining and ivory, but the 
mines did not pay, and the elephants were scarce, and so 
he settled down out here in the wilds. His business is 
that of a woodcutter, and he has a concession to furnish 
fuel for the lake steamers. .Ukerewe is densely wooded, 
and this man has a big gang of blacks cutting down

He tells me he is paid so much for ev- 
ery hundred cubic feet of wood furnished, and that his - 
job is a profitable one. He says that he has had but 
little trouble with the natives, and as I went about with 
him over the island I could see that they bowed down 
to him everywhere. ‘ 


The Island of Ukerewe. 


‘The island of Ukerewe is the largest in Lake Victoria. 
The lake is spotted with islands. They run all around 
the shores, and there are several large archipelagoes. 
One of these is the Buvuma Islands, which fringe Napo- 
leon Gulf, out of which flows the great River Nile. An- 
other is the Sesse group at the northwest, lying south 
of Entebbe and running south and almost to German 
East Africa, and a third is this Ukerewe group away 
down at the southeast in the German territory. 


I came here from Mwanza, the chief fortified station 
of the German government in this part of the world, and 
our steamer coasted the island for a long distance before 
we landed. Ukerewe is more tropical than any other 
- part of the lake. The island is fringed with banana 
- plantations and dense forests cover its hills. There are 
many villages along the shores, and I am told that the 
population all told is about 25,000. The people are 
blacks, who go naked. They wear nothing but goat- 
skins or bits of bark cloth, which are tied over their 
shoulders and around the waist. Some have a heart- 
shaped apron of goatskin in front and behind, and oth- 
ers wear aprons of whole skins which fall to the knees. 
The men sometimes pull such aprons around behind them 
when they sit so that they serve as cushions. 


Mr. Seifert calls these natives the Wakerewe. As we 
went about together among them we were everywhere 
well treated. The people seemed quiet and they allowed 
me to go into their huts:and make photographs. They

I saw graves everywhere during my travels in Uganda. 
The people bury the dead in their gardens, and a com- 
mon place of burial is at the corner or in front of the 
hut. Sometimes a house is built for the mourners, out- 
side the family of the deceased. The mourning usually 
lasts a month, and the end of that time all disperse and 
go to their homes. : 

Graves of this kind are usually in the banana bushes, 
and they are often covered with dried grass or banana 
fibers. The corpse is washed with banana pulp squeezed 
from the stem of the plant and is wrapped up in bark 
cloth. 

The Buvuma Islanders bury their dead in much the 
same way, and they also erect shelters over them. 
These are baby huts in which the spirits are supposed 
to live; they are renewed from time to time when in 


need of repairs. The graves are often marked by plant-— 


ing trees over them. 

The Basukumas, among whom I traveled about the 
lower part of Lake Victoria, bury their dead in cattle 
hides. The body is wrapped up in the skin of an ani- 
mal just killed, and the grave is dug right in the cen- 
ter of the cow yard. The poor men, who have no cattle, 
and women and boys are often buried in leaves in the 
same locality. At the same time the meat of the slavgh- 
tered beast is roasted and eaten at the wake; and the 
funeral, if that of a big man, ends in all growing drunk 
over banana beer, which they suck through straws from 
gourd steins. }

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To Fight Fly and Skeet. 
NATIONAL CAMPAIGN PLANNED BY 
BUREAU OF INSECTS.

NATIONAL campaign against the house fly and 

the mosquito has been planned, and is about to bo 

begun by the government Bureau of Insects. It 
will cever the entire country, and in its prosecution 
measures are to be urged by which not only communi- 
but whole States, will be enabled to rid themselves 
these deadly enemies of mankind. 
In order to attain this end, it is necessary merely to 
a few simple and well-understood methods, the 


health. Where the mosquito is concerned, however, it 
is deemed advisable that there should be a general con- 
trol by the State, because of the fact that certain spe- 
cles of these tuneful marauders are migratory and liable 
to appear suddenly in multitudinous swarms in places 
far from their breeding areas, giving profound discour- 
agement to local efforts toward extermination. 

This point has become particularly manifest in New 


Tersey, where satisfactory plans have already been 
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made, under the authority of the Legislature (which ap- | 
propriated money for a special investigation a while — 
ago,) for ridding the entire State of mosquitoes. It is 
 @ very interesting matter, inasmuch as New Jersey is 
- gupposed to be worse afflicted than any other State in 
the Union. If it can be freed of the winged plague, there 
could be no better encouragement for efforts elsewhere. 
But in New Jersey the coast is fringed with salt marshes, 
of vast area in the aggregate, which produce countless 
millions of mosquitoes of the migratory type. [ft is these 
insects that, leaving the marshes, fly to the uplands, 
thirty or even fifty miles away, and make life miser- 
able for dwellers in the Oranges and other towns. 

In New Jersey alone there are more than a dozen 
species of mosquitoes. Some of them, such as Culex 
pipiens, are a merely local pest, never going far from 
the place where they are bred, and these, of course, can 
easily be disposed of by the simplest means. But when 
it comes to migratory mosquitoes, such as Culex sollici- 
tans and Culex cantator, from the salt marshes, it is 
only under State authority that they can be effectively 
dealt with. It would cost more in most instances to 
ditch and drain the marshes than the areas covered by 
the latter are worth, and so it could not be expected that 
the owners would undertake the task. : 
At the same time, wherever a district otherwise desir- 
able is mosquito-infested, the removal of the nuisance, 
as shown by experience already gained, increases the 
value of real estate enormously. Thus in many parts 
of the country the extermination of .he pest would in 


this way repay many fold the cost involved. For ez- 
ample, ip the pines region of New Jersey many square 


made much more difficult by the migratory habits of cer- 
tain species. It is requisite, therefore, not only to 
adopt means to prevent local breeding, such as the cov- 
ering of rain barrels and planting fish in ponds, but to 
drain the marshes, both salt and fresh-water, wherever 
practicable. The salt marshes of New Jersey are mainly 
accountable for the curse of mosquitoes in that State— 
recognition of which fact has already prompted the au- 
thorities to undertake the ditching and draining of such 
Offending areas in the neighborhood of Atlantic City, 
near Cape May, and elsewhere, on an extensive scale. 

A great deal has been published about the effective- 
ness of kerosene or crude petroleum as a remedy for 
mosquitoes. There is no question of the fact that by 
the use of oil the winged nuisances may be prevented 
from breeding in any pond or pool. 
fluid for each fifteen square feet of water space will 
suffice for the purpose, forming a thin film over the sur- 
face and smothering to death all wrigglers. Unfortu- 
nately, however, the cure is only temporary; the applica- 
tion of dil has to be renewed every three or four weeks, 
and no lasting benefit is obtained. 

It ig Mkely, therefore, that this means for disposing 
of mosquitoes will be practically abandoned in favor of 
methods which, once adopted, are of permanent effect 
and final. Where salt marshes or fresh-water swamps 


are concerned, they should be ditched and drained—a. 


process which renders them forever unavailable as 
breeding areas. As for ponds and pools, it is merely 
necessary to clean up their edges and plant fish in thém.

MAMMAL, BIRD AND REPTILE LIFE ; 
OF THE DEAD LANDS.

O the most of us unappreciative human beings our 
desert lands area mere car-window incident of a 
journey overland, but there are countless other 
creatures both small and great to whom this wilderness 
country is home, the speeding train a curiosity of the 
passing moment. 

No easy, flower-garden iife is the struggie for exist- 
ence of reptile, bird, and mammal in the desert home. 
Heat, sandstorms, long stretches of alkali soil and 
scarcity of water must be reckoned with—as compensa- 
tion prizes oases, mountain slopes, wooded cafions with 
tinkling streams. The survival of the fittest for govern- 
ing law, the denizens of the desert have attained as dis- 
tinct an individuality as its yuccas, its cacti, and its 
sage brush. 


The largest, the most picturesque, of its mammals is 
the mountain lion, sometimes weighing as much as 300 
pounds, measuring eleven feet from head to tip of tail, 
and capable of a fifty-foot jump.

If the opportunity offers, the coyote—a Spanish name for 
prairie wolf—gets even with civilization by picking and 
stealing sheep, pigs, calves, but when outside markets 
fail, he falls back with good grace upon gophers, rats, 
ground squirrels, and rabbits, all of which abound in 
that congenial clime, while by way of after-dinner 
sweets he nibbles at juniper berries, mesquite beans and 
the delectable fruit of prickly pear. 


The so-called trade rat is very much at his ease in 
a land where young leaves and shoots of cactus pleas- 
antly tickle the appetite. It builds its nest at the foot 
of a tree or under rocks, a series of arched galleries 
made of sficks and twigs terminating in a bed of moss. 

There is an amusing popular notion that this rat 
“trades” a stick for every article it takes, hence if it 
steals your handkerchief, watch, and match safe, it is 
no robbery, but a fair exchange since it leaves three 
sticks in their place. 3

the multitudinous reptilian family.

most curious is: horned rattlesnake, or sidt-winder. 
This has scales "Wake horns protruding over each eye, 
and instead of being direct in movement, it winds to 
such an extent that its track is much like the letter 8. 

The Gila monster is seldom seen, but still exists—a 
large, clumsy lizard from one to two feet long. He is 
generally too lazy to be pugnacious, but if his anger is 
once aroused, he will grip you with a clutch of a bull- 
dog, turning over as he bites so that the venom—which 
is secreted in a gland in the lower jaw instead of the 
upper, like the rattlesnake—is pretty sure to mix well 
with his saliva and so make his attack fatally effec- 
tive. His five-toed hands and feet render him an adept 
at bush climbing. In his wild estate he lives on young 
rabbits and birds’ eggs; when captured, he eats only 
eggs or a little chopped meat mixed with them. 

A great variety of lizards bask in the desert sunshine, 
noted not only for their coloring, but also for the won- 
vawined and beautiful patterns marked on their graceful 

The alderman lizard is the best-known—a consequen- 
tial being, we would have you to understand, thirteen 
and one-half inches long, the covering of his body like 
exquisite beadwork. When angry, he opens his mouth 
and displays two rows of saw teeth that have been 
likened to small fish bones, but as a rule he is a sociable, 
cuddly creature who likes to be stroked and petted. A 
strict vegetarian, he is a sweet and dainty enough mor- 
sel of food. when properly prepared, but the Indian of 
the desert is quite satisfied to forego preliminaries, and 
flings him into the pot unskinned, head, tail, and all. 
The whip-tail or snake lizard has been described as 
“not unlike a snake with four legs added as an after- 
thought.”

The Mexicans call the horned toads of the desert “‘sa- 
cred toads” because they are said to weep tears of blood. 
It is really a disputed question whether their eyes can 
do more than fill with blood, but some claim that when 
angry they eject three or four drops of blood, the acrid 
nature of which poisons one’s hand if there is any abra- 
sion of the skin. 

A desert tortoise in spite of his impedimenta of armor 
can walk twelve miles in as many hours, while the dis- 
patch with which he can burrow out a hole in the 
ground is remarkable. 

An amusing story is told of a tortoise taken from his 


quent annoyance when walking on the front lawn from 
a bothersome fly on his nose which he finally succeeded 
in rubbing by a laughable manipulation of his “elbow.” 
The tarantula, that skillful nest builder of the trap- 
door-spider family, is occasionally seen out for an air- 
ing on the desert sands. His chief enemy is a hornet 
called the tarantula hawk. When the female is ready 
to lay eggs she pounces upon a tarantula and injects a 
sting. Not only is this fatal, but also has some mys- 

terious embalming quality, for the dead body does not 
decompose. The little hawk, having dug a grave five 
inches deep, rolls the tarantula into it, lays its eggs on 

the body, and fills the hole with earth, thus guarantee- 
ing the larvae sufficient food until full grown. 

A like provision is made by the desert dinapote, one 

of the largest and quite the rarest beetle in the world. 

Its female cuts into the trunk of a giant palm and lays 

its eggs, the larvae remaining in the trunk for one, two, 

possibly three years before they have their coming-out 

party as full-grown society beetles, their school-day se- 

clusion industriously spent in tunneling the palms in a 

series of marvelous galleries.

“Natural Men.” They dress in white, like the ancient 
Essenes of Palestine, only they wear pants, instead of 
white robes, along with a white jacket or plain shirt. 
They go either barefoot or sandaled, while their heads 
have no covering save that which Nature provides. Thus 
attired, they believe that they are closer to nature than 
their fellow-men of the common run, and are conse- 
quently much stronger and healthier than the latter. 
Summer and winter their dress is the same, and under- 
clothing is something quite unknown to them. They 
never become bald-headed, since the constant exposure 
_ of the head to air and sunshine fosters a continued and 
ltixurious growth of hair. Their everyday life is about 

the same as other people’s. 
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of his first’sight# on the streets is a “man in white,” 
rlishing along on his bicycle, or driving his horse and 
wagon, with his long hair streaming in the wind, or 
gathered together and bound around the head like an 
Afab’s. All sorts of fallacious opinions are current re- 
ding these men in white. By some they are thought 
tal be crazy, and by others they are looked upon as poor 
tations of Christ, on account of the long hair and 
rd. But the fact is, these men are nothing if not in- 
t@ligent and practical, and no moment of the day jg 
hout its allotted duties.

as he chooses, and equally at liberty to live wher- 
ever he elects. | 
e of these barefooted ‘nature men” works at hard 
r, at times, in a lumber yard,‘where he is respected 
by both employers and fellow-workmen, and among 
whom his capacity for endurance is acknowledged to be 
iderably beyond their own. At other times he 
works in the shipyard, or on the marine ways, as an ex- 
périenced and skilled shipbuilder. He is now building a 
sea-going. vessel 45 feet long and 16 feet beam. He has 
built it of Oregon fir, and every inch of wood was earned 
by himself by hard work in the lumber yard. An exam- 
ination of the boat proves it to be the staunchest, if not 
the fanciest, sailing vessel ever built in San Diego. It 
is still on the ways in the builder’s back yard, on San 
Diego’s bayfront, lacking only masts, sails and rigging 
to enable it to be launched. 
one jib, while its cabin arrangements provide for the ac- 
commodation of six people. Its owner will use it as a 
pleasure craft along the Pacific Coast, with an occasional 
voyage to Honolulu. Like others of his kind, he be- 
lieves in getting away from the haunts of men for a 
_ while to commune with the Unseen, and in the absence 
of forests he would choose the broad ocean as the next 
best place in which to get into closer contact with the 
divine. 

In early summer he goes to his bee ranch back in the 
mountains, and remains there several weeks. He owns 
one of the best and most productive bee ranches in Cali- 
fornia. His San Diego home on the bay is a large, two- 
storied building. Its furnishings are the work of his 
own hands. No carpets cover the floors, and chairs, ta- 
bles, settees, all in plain, unpainted Oregon fir, lend a 
rustic charm that is very attractive. Even the door 
fastenings are home-made, being of wood, with no flavor 
of the hardware shop. One room is furnished with a 
flour mill of the owner’s own making. Here it is that 
he grinds his wheat, and sells it in homely packages to 
private customers. Out of this little hand mill he has 
ground several thousand dollars’ worth of wheat dur- 
ing the last few years. He also has a winnower, or fan- 
ner, and no grain goes into the mill except what is abso- 
lutely pure and thoroughly winnowed. | 

Bread-baking is carried on by means of a solar stove, a 
very simple affair, much after the plan of a miniature 
hot house for plants. It is a wooden case covered by a 
hinged glass cover. Between the cover and the bottom 
is stretched a network for holding the dough. The 
solar stove with its contents is set out in the full sun- 
shine for a whole day, which is sufficient time for the 


| J baking of the bread. The latter is always unleavened 


and very coarse-grained. It is baked in little round 


cake-like forms, an inch or so in thickness, and three . 


inches in diameter. The dough is generally mixed first 
with chopped fruit, so that the bread has a sweetish 
fruit-like taste. This habit of mixing fruits with the 
dough is due to the fact that these nature devotees are 
vegetarians, meat of all kinds, and also everything com- 
ing from meat, being barred from the menu, fruits and 
cereals being their regular articles of diet, together with 
vegetables. Even milk, butter, cheese and eggs are 
tabooed, as being products: of animal life. It is also 
against the principles of these nature worshipers to take 
the life of any living thing for sport or for any other 
object than self-defense. 

While they profess no religious creed, and have no 
communal! organization or specified religious tenets, still 
it is evident that all. these so-called “nature worshipers” 
profess almost identical ‘views on religious, social and 
moral questions. Their main object is to get closer and 
closer to nature in thought and in daily life. The prin- 
cipal one in San Diego was brought up ‘as an orthodox 
Christian and continued as such until] nine years ago, 
when he claims that he suddenly “woke up” while liv- 
ing in a tent near the eity, This awakening, he avers, 
consisted in rising suddenly out of the dead past, with 
all its ecclesiastical and moral hedges; to a higher and 
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nal doctrines of the “men in white,” and their sun- 


more natural view of things, resulting in a more natura} 
way of living and eating. | 

These modern Essenes are not really “nature worship- 
ers,” yet perhaps this term might explain their religious 
attitude better than anything else. They believe in a 
supreme governing, first cause, or controlling power, call 
it God, or anything else one may choose. While reject- 
ing Christianity as a distinct religion, they claim to ac- 
cept and practice anything good found in the life and 
teachings of the Nazarene, whom they believe to have 
been initiated into the mysteries of the Hindoos before 
he began his teaching. They do not believe in salva- 
tion through any Savior’s sufferings, but rather in a re- 
demption that results from one’s own endeavors in mas- 
tering oneself, and thus rising superior to all material 
surroundings. They are, in short, rather mystic in 
their tendencies, and are inclined to asceticism. Fasting 
is one of their practices, not at stated times, or on any 
specified days, but whenever, and to such an extent, as 
is best suited to their physical or spiritual betterngbnt. 

With respect to marriage, these “men in white,” while 
rigorously moral ig their daily life and personal habits, 
hold extreme views. They relegate marriage to the dark 
ages of the past as one of the enslaving features of a 
lower form of society by which both men and women 
are still in social and moral bondage. These men who 
affect to live so close to nature are generally single, 
though some have been married, and claim to have grad- 
uated out of matrimony into their present full and un- 
trammeled existence. When the writer raised the objec- 
tion that the race would die out if their principles were 
to be carried to their logical extent, it was met by the 
answer that such extinguishing of the human race would 
only be apparent, since it would mean the resurrection 
of all mankind to a higher plane of existence, free from 
all materialistic conditions. Men would still live on 
without the incarnation of their souls in earthly bodies. 
The idea is that, if race propagation were to be abro-

gated, the incarnation of the soul would cease, without 
destroying humanity in its higher conception. In other 
words, most of these “nature men” believe in the pre- 
existence of the soul and think it would be best for us 
if we never had come to earth in material form. ° 
One of the San Diego devotees has set up a kind of 
tent house on Coronado Beach, in the tent city. It is 
open at the top to receive the full force of the sunshine, 
and on its side he has printed:

typical of the man and his philosophy, for if 
he and his fellows be noted for anything, it is their 
love of the sunshine. Several times a week they take 
their sun baths at home, generally in a place arranged 
out of doors. The sun bath is taken at abdouf mid-day, 
and is immediately followed by a cold-water bath. Very 
little of the lives of these men is spent indoors, and 
from their devotion to the sunshine has arisen the popu- 
lar idea that they are sun worshipers, when in reality 
they have no creed or order of worship of any kind. 
Sunshine and fresh air might be said to be the cardi- 


browned faces and bodies bear constant testimony to 
their close contact with nature. 

San Diego’s “nature worshipers,” if we may so call 
them, are men of some mental caliber and education, 
leading happy, independent lives, and at peace with all 
men. All they ask of the world is permission to live 
according to their own ideas, and San Diego is quite dis- 
posed to grant them these simple rights. Unlike the 
crazy Russian Doukhobars of Canada, who force their 
unholy rites upon the public, even to ‘he extent of going 
naked, these San Diego nature devotees are refined, re- 
tiring and well-read men, who never obtrude anything 
offensive upon the community in their attempt to live 
closer to nature. One of them is a Free Mason of high 
degree.

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A Flag With a History. 


UNION EMBLEM SECRETED IN THE 
SOUTH DURING CIVIL WAR.

HE stars in our flag correspond to the number of 


States in the Union, and when a new State is ad- 
: mitted to the Union a star is added to the flag, ne- 
_cessitating a rearrangement of the stars on all the offi- 


cial flags. 


The jittle flag here pictured—about 12 by 18 inches—is 


one with which my brother and I, two tiny tots, living 
in Clarksville, Tenn., played soldier, and marched and 
“celebrated” in various ways, following in the footsteps 
of the grown people on important occasions. The thirty- 
three stars prove it the “official” flag of 1860, when we 
children first proudly owned it, for from 1859 to 1861 
there were thirty-three States, then Kansas was admit- 


ted, increasing the number to thirty-four. 


During the war our flag disappeared. We hunted for 
it diligently, and wondered what could have become of 
it, but by and by gave it up as one of those mysterious 


things that happen to playthings. 


For more than three long years we did not see our 


flag, nor did we have another like it, but were fully as 
content with the “stars and bars,” though I can remem- 
ber times when we put that one away for a while. 

My mother, a southern woman bred and born, inher- 
ited from a long line of colonial and revolutionary an-

CEMENT ARMOR FOR BATTLESHIPS. 


Cement may take the place of steel plates as armor on 
French battleships in the near future, as exhaustive ex- 
periments have shown that a certain cement of French 
invention, the formula of which is kept secret, shows a 
remarkable resistance to shells fired from the heaviest 
naval guns. It is stated, however, that the weight of 
the cement armor on a vessel would be much less than 
the steel plates now in use.

On board the Ruth were seventy soldiers returning to 
their homes, some from prison, some mustered out. 

Just at 8 o’clock one night there was a terrible shock 
which shook the boat from stem to stern, followed by 
crashing glass. We had struck a snag in the river, and 
the next thought was that the boilers would burst, for 
there had been several recent appalling disasters of this 
kind. Then came the sound of rushing feet to the stern 
of the boat, and in a few seconds the ladies’ cabin was 
filled -with men, some with life preservers, but more 
without, intent on jumping into the river which was 
full of floating ice, to escape the expected explosion.

During the Russo-Japanese war in March, 1904, the 
Russian warship Sebastopol was accidently rammed by 
the Peresviea, a leak seven meters long being made. This 
leak was repaired with cement. Later the Sebastopol 
saw most active service, being hit once by a torpedo, 
and battered by many shells. After her last fight it was 
found that she had been hit by six torpedoes, but the 
cement used in repairing the leak first mentioned was 
found to be practically undamaged.

Nobody seemed able to resist the catchy: appeal, and 
as there was no fixed price per tag money fairly poured 
into the pockets of the workers representing the fund. 

Many a tag sold for a penny, and some brought as 
high as $10, but a nickel was the most popular price, 
and at this figure thousands on thousands were disposed 
of in city streets. 3 

The most systematic campaign was conducted in the 
center of the city, under the direction of Mary B. Kirk- 
bride, chairman of the Eighth Ward Association. Her

| THE MARTIAN ATMOSPHERE. 

One of the most telling arguments which has been 
used agai the possibility of the planet Mars being 
, habitable has been that spectroscopists have failed to 
| detect with certainty the presence of water vapor in the 
planet's atmosphere. It now seems probable that this 
| Objection will have to be abandoned, for, in a telegram 
recently received by Sir Norman Lockyer, Prof. Lowell 
announces that Mr. Slipher has got on repeated plates— 
specially prepared for this research—the water vapor 
bands stronger in thegspectrum of Mars than in that of 
the moon at the same altitude. 


Should Prof. Lowell's further researches confirm it, 
this result is one of the most important links in the re- 
markable chain of evidence for a habitable Mars. The 
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it could be. proved that the water to fill them in their 
proper seasons was available. Similarly, the seasona! 
increase and decrease in the dimensions of the snow- 
caps were thought to be conclusive evidence for the 
presence of water until the frozen carbon dioxide theory 
was advanced, although this theory left unexplained the 
ill-defined edges of the disappearing snow fields. But, 
so far as our present knowledge goes, it is difficult to 
see how carbon dioxide is able to produce the intensifi- 
cation of the water vapor bands in the spectrum of the 
planet's atmosphere. 

For many years, in fact since the actual existence of 
permanent features on the planet's surface was estab- 
lished, this question of water vapor—of the existence of 
a substance capable of producing clouds and mists— 
has been one of the chief points of contention among 
areographers. So far back as 1863 Sir Norman Lockyer, 
in a communication to the Royal Astronomical Society, 
describing his observations of Mars during the opposi- 
tion of 1862, stated that “although the complete fixity of 
the main features of the planet has been thus placed be- 
yond all doubt, daily—nay, hourly—changes in the detail 
and in the tones of the different parts of the planet. both 
light and dark, occur. These changes are, I doubt not, 
caused by the transit of clouds over the different feu- 
tures.” The drawings accompanying the memoir i!lus- 
trated the changes mentioned, and confirmed the sus- 
picions of cloud effects noticed by Secchi in 1858. But 
the assumption that these effects were caused by clouds 
and mists entailed the assumption of the presence of 
water vapor in the planet’s atmosphere, and the spectro- 
scopic evidence for this has hitherto been too indefinite. 
Suspected by Huggins and Vogel in 1867 and 1875 respec- 
tively, its presence was negatived by the subsequent 
spectroscopic researches of: Campbell and Keeler, but 
now it appears certain, from this latest result from the 
Lowell observatory, that water vapor is one of the cor 
comitants of the Martian atmosphere.—-{Natv

TLEMENTS OF NEW MEXICO.

| F Superintendent Clinton J. Crandall of the United 


States Indian Industrial School at Santa Fé, N. M., be 

not mistaken, the solution of the vexatious “Indian 
question” is now fairly in sight—at least in so far as it 
relates to the Pueblo Indians. Measured by any stand- 
ard that can fitly be employed in gauging the lifetime of 
a race of men, it will not be long until the last leaf 
upon the withering tree of the Pueblos will have fallen, 


and this once numerous and powerful people will have 


become but a memory and a tradition. 

_ This does not mean that famine, pestilence or senility 
will blot out the Pueblos within a decade or two, or that 
the duty of begetting children is neglected. It is true 
that the custom that prevails in every community, of 
each one of the several clans intermarrying only among 
‘ts own members, tends to result in mental and physical 
weakness, and that ultimate extinction might result 
from this cause alone. But the extinction of the Pueblos 
by the decay and degradation of the race from this prac- 
tice would doubtless require centuries of time. The

some distance apart, and mostly but one story in height, 
so that architecturally this is one of the least imposing 
of the communities. Yet all around are the ruins of 
buildings that must have compared favorably with the 
casas grandes of Taos. The largest of these is well 
enough preserved to indicate that it must have been at 
least four stories in height, built of adobe, in the pyra- 
midal style characteristic of ancient Pueblo architec- 
ture, Altogether there are more than a score of exten- 
sive ruins in the neighborhood, some of prehistoric ori- 
gin, and others of comparatively recent date. Three 
centuries ago, according to the most reliable of the 
Spanish chroniclers, the population was about 1000, Far- 
ther back than that, if the dumb testimony of the piles 
of crumbling and disintegrating ruins counts for any- 
thing, it must have been at least 3000. No longer ago 
than 1905, it is stated to have been 205. Today it is less 
than 100.

The best way of reaching Picuris is to ride or dri 
from Taos, a distance of thirty-five miles. Most of 
way the road is good, but for a part of the distance 1! 
lies across a range of mountains that has not yet re- 
ceived a distinctive name. The most difficult part of the 
road crosses “U. 8. Hill,” so named on account of a well- 
authenticated tradition that the United States govern- 
ment built a military road over it in the early days of

the American occupation. Through the summer months 
heavy clouds gather around the crown of the hill almost 
every afternoon, and the rains have washed the boul- 
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more rapid manner.. Despite the protests of their elders, 
and the anathemas of the native pagan priesthood, they 
intermarry with the Mexicans, losing their language, 
their religion, their traditions and their racial identity 
by amalgamation with a stronger and more numerous 


pears to be the ignoble pne of propagating the Greaser 
stock of the Southwest. A melancholy prediction this 
may be—but nature has nevr beém a sentimentalist. It 
was by this means that the great and powerful commu- 
nity of Pecos was blotted out some sixty years ago; and 
at later dates the communities of Galisteo, Abiquiu, 
Cuyamonge and Pojoaque followed, owing to the same 
cause. Picuris and Nambe will not be long behind them; 
and probably Santa Clara, San Ildefonso, Tesuque, Jemes, 
Santa Ana and Zia will be almost as short-lived. 

If one wishes to see the oldest of existing Pueblo 
towns, therefore, he must needs make haste. This is Pi- 
curis (also spelled Picuries,) the least known and least 
visited of the Indian villages of Northern New Mexico, 
probably for the reason that it is some distance off the 
beaten paths followed by the tourist. Yet Picuris has a 
long and interesting history, and a wealth of tradition 
that extends back into memorial antiquity. Owing to 
the fact that it is little visited, the primitive customs 
and habits of the people have been little spoiled, and not 
at all commercialized. Scenically, the surroundings are 
more attractive than those of any of the towns in the 
valley of the Rio Grande. To the west are the Picuris 
Mountains, and on the east are the towering Truchas 


Peaks and Jicarita Mountains, among the highest in 
New Mexico, while the broad and fertile valley of 
Refiasco spreads out below. 7 

Tradition and research both indicate that Picuris is — 
the most ancient of existing Pueblo villages. There are | 
not more than a dozen occupied dwellings, standing ' 


Should any one want to visit Picuris without taking in 
Taos on the same itinerary, the drive may be made from 
Embudo Station, on the Denver and Rio Grande Rail- 
road. The distance is only fifteen miles, but the road is 
even worse than that over “U. 8. Hill,” requiring full 
four hours to traverse it. There are no accommoda- 
tions whatever for travelers at the pueblo; but three 
miles farther on, at Pefiasco, one may find lodging with 
Hon. Ramon Sanchez, a true Spanish gentleman of the 
old school; or a mile farther up the valley he will be 
given a genuine American welcome by Abe Smith, one. 
of the Anglo-Saxon pioneers of that part of the country. 


A number of authorities on Indian crafts and indus- 
tries (among them Dr. Charles Eastman, the educated 
Sioux) have made the statement that the making of 
arrowheads is a !ost art, many asserting that no living 
Indian knows how to manufacture flint or obsidian arrow 
points or spear points from the raw materials as they 
exist in nature. Eastman has even stated it as his be- 
lief that the Indians never made these implements, but 
that all now in existence, or formerly used by the In- 
dians, were relics left by a prehistoric race. Any one 
visiting Picuris can prove these assertions to be mis- 
taken by the investment of half a dollar. It is well 
worth the price—particularly as the arrowhead will be 
the only souvenir obtainable. Any of the older men 
will chip a perfectly-formed arrow or spear point in half 
an hour or less. The apparatus necessary consists of 
fire, water, an assortment of straws of various sizes, and 
a piece of flint or obsidian. The obsidian is heated to 
a dull red in the fire. Then it is withdrawn and a drop 
of water appHed to it with one of the straws. Immedi- 
ately a flake chips off. The size of the chip is propor- 
tioned cxactly to the size of the drop of water. By using 
very fine straws exceedingly minute drops of water may 
be applied, chipping off flakes no larger than a pinhead, 
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| Buttoo, Famous Archer. 
TALE OF AN ANCIENT INDIAN RE- 

TOLD FOR AMERICAN PEOPLE.

W HEN I was, some years back, studying the an- 


cient classics of India I lighted on a pathetic 
story of a young archer, named Buttoo, which | 

consider well worth reproducing. Apart from its in- 
terest as a human document, it affords a beautiful il- 
lustration of those three very desirable virtues—self- 
help, truth, and modesty. | 

Buttoo, who played his part so nobly for a brief space 
of time, was born in far-off days, and belonged to the 
lowest of the mixed orders of human kind in India. 

Then, as now, existed the hateful system of caste, 
which legally as well as socially separates the different 
classes of Hindu society. Originally there were 
four great castes, which can be described briefly as the 
priestly, the soldier, the merchant, and the servant 
castes. These four classes, the law says, cannot eat or 
drink together, cannot intermarry, and cannot even 
touch each other accidentally without defilement.

A TALK WITH A GRANDSON OF THE 
GREAT SCOTCH POET. 


From London Chronicle. 


®rAMILIAR song of Burns has a curiously per- 
sonal message for a delightful old gentleman, who 
lives by the green slopes of Camp Hill, in Glasgow. 


Such were some of Mr. Thomson's memories of the two 
noble women whose heroism illumines the sorry tale of 
Bettie Burns's birth even more, perhaps, than Burns’s 
own lyric ecstasies. It may be noted that they who 
suffered more for Robbiejs faults than any other, for- 
gave and loved him. After that, does there not seem 
an impertinence about the strictures of little prating 
moralists! When he had finished, Mr. Thomson showed 
some precious portraits and other treasures, lovingly 
preserved in the pretty parlor, or “ben.”

His name, to the world, is James Glencairn Thomson, 
but his heart owns just as true a kinship as any church 


register can prove with no less a man than the poet 


himself. He is, in fact, Robert Burns’s only surviving 
grandson. His grandmother was ‘gowden-locked 
Anna,” for whom Robbie was prepared to flout both 
“kirk and state,” and to exchange moon, stars, and ev- 
erything for “the sunshine of her e’e.”’ 

Only recently—and thanks largely to the efforts of 
Mr. J. K. McDowell, the energetic secretary of the 
Scottish Football Association—the government has 
learned of Mr. Thomson's existence and claims. Hav- 
ing been for some years in straitened circumstances, he 
is probably to receive soon some slight official assist- 
ance, though there seem to be difficulties, quite uncon- 
nected with Mr. Thomson himself, in the way of a reg- 
ular civil-list pension. 


Anyhow, in a long talk with a Dany Chronicle rep- 


resentative, the old gentleman left no possible doubt as 
to the authenticity of his descent. One giance, indeed, 
was enough. Though once black as a raven’s wing, his 
hair is snow-white now—for he is already in his 81st 
year. But about that “frosty pow” there is an unmis- 
takable suggestion of the brow and profile that Nas- 


One was a portrait of his mother—Bettie Burns her- 
self. It was an oil painting by John Kelso Hunter, and 
showed, in an old-fashioned mob cap, an exceedingly 
pretty woman with Robbie's own dark, lustrous eyes, 
full of intelligence and character and humor, but with 
a firmness of purpose about the slightly pursed mouth 
that Robbie lacked. Can this have been an inheritance 
from ‘“gowden-locked Anna?” One fears not! Betty 
lived, anyhow, to be 84, and a fine old lady she must 
have been. There were other keepsakes, too—a scrap of 
Robbie's manuscript, in the familiar bold, clear, char- 
acteristic handwriting, pictures of scenes from his 
poems, given to Mr. Thomson by friends, old editions, 
engravings, and what not. / 

It is not only, however, as a repository of memories 
that Mr. Thomson has proved himself a worthy grand- 
son of Robbie Burns. Im his own personality he is a 
grandson of whom any poet might be proud—ful! of 


racy humor and enthusiasm, and one who “keenly feels ~ 


the friendly glow.” So far as the “softer flame” is con- 

cerned, he never married, having spent his whole 

life in touching devotion to his mother, whom he kept, 

— whom he lived in this very house until] her 
th. 


Since then he has stayed on alone, “contented with 
little and canty with mair,” a well-known Glasgow fig- — 
ure, respected by all who meet him. Though failing 
eyesight forbids him to follow his profession as an 
engraver, he can still walk his ten miles a day, and 
jump on a tram while it is going, and is a great player 
of bowls. He confessed, indeed, that throughout the 
winter he has been “just wearying for a game.” Till 
lately, too, Mr. Thomson could sing a godd song, and 
“Duncan Gray” from him on a “Burns night” was al- 
ways a’ great event. 

Though the only surviving grandson, Mr. Thomson 
is not, of course, the only grandchild. Three grand- 
daughters still survive—Mrs. Brown, of Dumfries (a 
natural daughter of Robert Burns, junior,) and Mrs. 
Hutchinson and Miss Annie Beckett Burns of Chelten- 
ham, daughters of James Glencairn Burns. Mr. Thom- 
son believes there may be other children of Robert | 
Burns, Jr., in Belfast, but they have not been traced. 

As to the younger generation, there are plenty of 
great-grandchildren, great-great-grandchildren, and— 
in Chicago—some grandchildren of Mrs. Hutchinson. A 
particularly remarkable instance, however, of the sur- 
vival of ancestral traits occurs in the family of Mr. Wil- 
liam Thomson, manager of Glasgow Baths and a son of, 
Bettie Burns’s eldest child, Robert. By some mysteri-— 
ous disposition of destiny, though no others of Mr. 

- Thomson’s family show much likeness to the poet, his 
youngest daughter is “the living image.” Indeed, it is 
almost startling to recognize in this young lady, who | 
is a beautiful young brunette, and of an exceedingly 
bright disposition, the very eyes of Robbie himself 
looking out from a face that might well have inspired 
the ever-susceptible poet to yet more immortal rhyme!

Im younger days the likeness was yet more striking. 
Once, for instance. Mr. Thomson was visiting Burns's 
own Tarbolton, while “Granny” Hey. one of the origi- 
nal “Tarbolton lassies,”’ who remembered the poet in 
the flesh, was still hostess at the local inn. In a mo- 
ment “Granny” recognized the newcomer as a genuine 
“Burns.” 

Above all, the story that Mr. Thomson had to tell— 
sitting in the little flap “up two stairs” where he has 
lived for forty years, and where his mother, Burns’s own 
daughter, died—has a romance about it that will bring 
him closer to the hearts of those who love Burns than 
any pedigree could do.

Not all, however, have these attenuated blossoms; some 
species have flowers of a shape similar to those of the 
Amaryllis or Belladonna lily, being members of the 
same family. Crinums are fond of a very rich and deep 
sotl, amd some enthusiastic and successful growers dig 

holes (for some of the giant species) three or four feet 
deen, fill them with a soil composed of about one-half 
well-rotted manure or compost and place the young 
plants on top of this. When hot weather comes and 
they are plentifully supplied with water they develop 
so fast that one may almost see them grow. Some of 
the giant species have leaves six inches wide and six 
feet long, with flower stems three inches in diameter.

do not return ashes, which the garbage man has to col- 
lect in the end. The family green waste will make poul- 
try thrive, will be one-fourth of their living, if the fam- 
ily numbers five as it ought, and make returns which the 
family can use in every instance—eggs, fried fish, boiled 
and baked-fish, manure from the living to make the gar- 
den grow, and the dead carcass a deep-buried fertilizer 
for a tree. The moulted feathers raked in with the 
manure add to its usefulness as such. Poultry in no 
way solicit the garbage man. The vegetable rot need 
not go to him. Composted with the manure and buried 
it becomes a use, and the sooner buried the better re- 
turn it makes. Just a good nice city lot, a family of

Scratching Ground. 


One who has not lived earlier days, where he saw 
manure piles galore a land necessity, has a unique hor- 
ror of stable manure anywhere, and only one well ed 
ecated(?) in barnyard lore could think of it as a nice 
litter for hens. The dictionary states that the first 
meaning of “litter” is a kind of bed or couch, and that 
any litter is a bed of some kind. Offal never makes a 
bedding for any animals, and what straw there is in it 
doesn’t make it one. Being sun-dried helps ft a little, 
but one can do better than use it. Clean straw is best 
for litter, but fallen leaves are good, and dry weeds 
pulled before seeding. The litter must be clean, not 
rubbish. Bits of glass in the litter work much mis- 
chief to the active feet. It is far better to have no 
scratching pen at all than to have a quandam rubbish 
pile fenced in. To throw scratch feed into freshly- 
spaded ground from which the manure has been swept, 
is far better, though it may be smaller. One throws a 
quart of scratch feed a day into litter, and the fowls get 
part of their living from it. In the made ground, a 
cupful is enough to rake in, to inducé exercise, and three 
cups fed to make the living amount. If a hen finds one 
sunflower seed in the soft ground she will scratch all 


day in the same ground. The scratching ground has to. 


be made each morning in most of our soils, but a good

mpking a great furore over the alleged discrimination. 
The commission men who are not on this favorite list 
‘laim that they are being blacklisted, and threaten all 
<inds of reprisals upon the peach men. 
California citrus growers have long since become 
‘evoluted” beyond the point where tire commission deal- 
rs are an important factor in the business of selling or- 
inges and lemons, and our growers are consequently at 
xeace with all parties. But with the Georgia fruit grow- 
ors it is different. They have to deal in this contest 
with a powerful organization known as the National 
League of Commission Merchants, and there are those 
who doubt the wisdom of the Georgia growers’ move. 
At any rate the commercial battle now on will be 
watched with reminiscent interest by California citrus 


growers who were once in the hands of these same sell- | 


ing firms. ~The commission men’s organization is now 
djemanding that the peach growers retract, or at least 
orefer charges against every individual commission man 
who may have acted in such a manner as to justify 
the alleged boycott. It is rather pleasant to be in the

New Zealander Here. 


OBERT C. A. MACPHAIL of Teviot, New Zealand,

troduction from the Department of Agriculture at Auck- 
land. He expects to remain in this State about four 
months, and came to learn our methods of handling de- 
chduous fruits. Being the owner of a large fruit orch- 
ard at Teviot the gentleman comes upon a purely busi- 
ness mission in the interests of his orchard. He thought 
to hire out to some good fruit-drying firm at Sacra- 
mento or San José, but I told him he could learn more 
about the business in detail and in general by close ob- 
servation and travel; that the California fruit growers 
are courteous, and liberal in setting forth their experi- 
ences in curing fruit, amd he decided to visit all 
of the State. 


Mr. MacPhail, who is an apple grower, says the .

aphis is an alarming pest on the islands. But it dam- 
ages the tumbs and foliage, and not the roots of the 
apple trees, as New Zealand apples are grafted upon 
aphis-resistant roots. These roots, mostly Northern 
Spy. harbor the insect sufficiently for the summer: form 
to crawl up over the foliage and multiply as abundantly 
as where non-resistant roots are used, as in the United 
States. the only difference being that the trees do not 
suffer from both root and top attacks as they do here.

ASILY holding supremacy in the American markets 


over all other apples except the Ben Davis, the Bald- 
win apple is not of a quality one would look for to hold 
such continued prestige.

Col. Baldwin discovered it growing wild in the woods of 
Massachusetts, and he left the statement in writing that 
it originally grew spontaneously in the woods about 
fourteen miles from Boston.

ceiver. Now the whole accepted history of this fruit is 
disputed, and a committee of three has been appointed 
at Wilmington, Mase., to revise the records, as it now 
appears that Samue] Thompson discovered the fruit nine 
years before the time now engraved upon the tomb of 
Baldwin. It is an important correction, historically, but

Another year the 
same orchard set a splendid crop while yet containing 
the old fruit. Who knows that, in both cases spring 
results were altogether dependent upon preceding fall 
conditions? I am pretty sure that no one can even ap- 
proximate the causes of fruit-setting failures with the 
present lack of understanding as to the proper fall con- 
ditions that may produce vital setting the next season. 
Here is a problem for the plant physiologist or patholo- 
gist that is worthy his best and most continuous study. 
It may have been investigated and determined already, 
but I have not seen an account of it anywhere. What is 
the use of raising perfect orange trees every year and 
see them throw nine-tenths of their fruit early in the 
season?

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Butterflies for Market. 


T A time when all sorts of animals and plants are 

bred on a large scale, it is not wholly aston- 
ishing endeavors should have been made to raise 
rare, beautiful and valuable butterflies by artifi- 
cial means. So writes the Berlin correspondent 
in the Technical World Magazine for March. In 
fact, the first butterfly farm was established some 
years ago by an English entomologist, William 
Watkins, at Eastbourne, a small Channel harbor, who 
has devoted to the industry extensive grounds covering 
an area of about an acre in extent, protected against 
ocean winds and planted with flowers, shrubs and trees. 
In this farm, many thousand of insects of varied species 
move about in a state of perfect liberty, inside a high 
lattice work fence, which separates them from the out- 
side world till they are purchased by collectors at high 
prices. Similar plants, in which more elaborate methods 
of butterfiy-breeding are employed, have of recent years 
been installed, the best-known being those founded by 
Dr. Hugues, at Chomerac, and by M. Andre, at Macon, 
respectively. 


Cedar Posts Versus Redwood. 


OW that redwood posts are becoming scarce and high 

in price, controversy arises as to the lasting qualities 
of cedar posts. When a boy (some few years ago in 1837) 
I lived in New Jersey in the neighborhood of Woodbridge 
and Perth Amboy where chestnut rails and red cedar 
posts were used and I remember old farmers telling of 
red cedar such as grew in that vicinity lasting 100 years 


cedar posts, not being able to obtain redwood. Some of 
these we have still on hand because they were rejected 
by those who feared they would not last long. We would 
be pleased if through your valuable Press you make an 
inquiry as to the lasting qualities of the cedar of the 
northern part of this coast. 


I have used the cedar which grows in El] Dorado 
county which was generally wormy but was pronounced 
to last well as fence posts. As the redwood posts are 
getting scarce and cedar is being introduced at a trifle 
less first cost than redwood, we would like to get the 
opinion of someone who has had experience in the use of 
them . The writer is well posted on the qualities of red- 
wood, having sold many thousand and used personally 
many hundred. I have one ranch of 300 acres fenced 
with posts from Santa Cruz mountains and I do not 
think a dozen posts in the whole line of fence can be 
found rotten after 20 years, while many Mendocino posts 
in another fence only lasted two years and had to be re- 
placed, though some, presumably butt cuts, last very 
well, having been in the ground 15 years. We desire to

Storage of Fruit and Vegetables. 


CORRESPONDENT of the American Agricultur- 

ist gives many useful hints on the storage of 
fruit and vegetables. Apples he tried in barrels, 
boxes, and wrapped in paper on shelves. He then 
tried spreading them out not more than three 
or four deep on the cellar bottom, which was of 
soil and dry; and he found that they kept better in 
that way. He has found that all fruit intended for long 
keeping should be gathered before fully ripe. The flavour 
is, of course, not so good, but this is more than off-set 
by the increase in keeping quality. Pumpkins keep best 
in a warm, dry place. Beets, carrots and turnips keep 
best buried in the soil of the cellar bottom or packed 
in sand, as they wither and spoil in the open air. Potat- 
oes he keeps in bins raised a trifie from the cellar bot- 
tom; if there is rot present when digging, he sprinkles — 
them freely with air-slaked lime as soon as he gets them 
into the cellar, which is stated to effectually check rot- 
ting process. Those already affected will dry up and 
rot no more, and no others will be affected. 

All cellars for the storage of fruit and vegetables | 
should be as cold as possible, without freezing, and 
should be aired as often as the outside temperature wil! 
admit. If inclined to dampness, quantities of air-slaked 
lime should be placed there in boxes or pails, which 
will absorb the moisture gases, and keep the cellar dry 
and sweet. As a matter of prudence in regard to health, 
it is advisable to keep lime in the cellar. 


Value of Soot. 


pron of soot are wasted annually, while the garden 

ground is positively suffering from want of nourish- 
ment that it could supply. The grower who uses it 
with discretion (writes an exchange) will but hold its 
value higher as years go on. It is specially usefu) in 
small gardens, for which the animal manures are novo! 
easily obtainable, and look unpleasant when applied. 
In fact, with a bag of nitrate of soda, a few tins of 
good chemical fertilizer, and soot from the chimneys. 
the cottage or villa gardener can smilingly look for 
great results from his ground. 

On some still evening, lightly dust the flower beds with 
the soot, applying it most plentifully around the plants 
—not touching the stems, but in a ring outside. Water 
this thoroughly, going over the same space with the 
fine-rosed watering pot until you are sure the water has 
gone down. Fruit trees, green peas, French beans, scar- 
let runners, and vines, to mention only a few things, 
are benefited by a dressing of soot. “A little and often” 
is the maxim to remember with regard to soot-using. 

Slugs loathe this black top-dressing—that is another 
of its qualities. As a liquid for pot plants it will de- 
light the gardener. Tie some up in a thim muslin bag, 
adding a stone to keep it under the surface, and place 
in a tub, can, or pail of water. Leave this for twenty- 
four hours and the water will be of a clear yellow-brown 
color, just ready for use. It may be left longer, if you 
are not in a hurry for it. Fill up the receptacle again 
when the water is exhausted. Thus there will always 
be a supply ready. Soft-wooded pot plants can have a 
weak dose at every watering when they aregpreparing to 
flower. Other pot plants can be fed with it once a week. 


‘Soot-water suits the garden beds just as well as the dry 


powder; but it must be applied after rain, or a water- 
ing, and not to quite dry ground. This rule applies to 
all liquid manure.—[West Australian Journal.

Filtering Water. 


HE average filter is not a success. A German profes- 

sor who experimented extensively with filters re- 
corded that he found more organisms in filtered than in 
unfiltered water. 

A Los Angeles inventor has devised a “percolator,” 
which seems to be an improvement on the ordinary fil- 
ter. It may readily be cleaned at frequent intervals. 
Another advantage is that, being composed of porous 
clay, it keeps the water delightfully cool, like the ollas. 
that hang on every porch in Arizona and other south- 


western sections of the country. 


Hydrophobia and Fear. 


A BROOKLYN millionaire recently died at his home, 
of hydrophobia. He had been notified a few days be- 
fore, at the Pasteur Institute, that he must die of hydro- 
phobia, and he promptly died of it. In this case the 
notification was about equal to a death warrant. 


Hydrophobia has been grossly exaggerated by the 
medica! fraternity. Some physicians have gone so far as 
to deny its existence altogether, as a real disease. This 
is probably the other extreme. Yet there is no ques- 
tion that a large proportion of deaths attributed to this 
disease are caused by Fear. It is also a noteworthy fact 
that since the introduction of the Pasteur treatment the 
number of cases of so-called hydrophobia in France 
has enormously increased. Well-known medical investi- 
gators have searched in vain, for years, for authentic | 
cases of hydrophobia. The morbid fear disseminated 


jand fostered by Pasteur “institutes” has undoubtedly 


caused thousands of deaths. As quoted here a _ few 
weeks ago, Dr. A. Lutaud, editor-in-chief of the Journal 
de Medicine of Paris said—referring to the wise men of 
the Pasteur Institute: “They have not diminished the 
mortality. They have augmented it in creating the often 
fata] ‘madness of laboratories’ with which they have in- 
oculated a great number of individuals.” 


A Barbarous Custom. 


669 HAVE watched funerals off and on fer fifty years, 
and this is the biggest an’ liveliest one I have seen 


yit.” 

So spoke an old farmer at a “function” held recently 
in Indiana, at a farm which had been the scene of one 
of the most brutal series of cold-blooded crimes ever 
recorded in America. A woman had, by means of ad- 
vertisement, lured a score or more of men to her home, 
where, at the rate of about one a week, they had been 
deHberately murdered, dismembered, and the remains 
buried. All this for the sake of what money they had 
in their possession. Then the ogress and her three chil- 
dren had been killed and burned in her house. 

It was a Sunday, and 15,000 people poured into the 
nearest railroad town on special excursion trains, auto- 
mobiles, and all kinds of vehicles. Women clawed each 
other for souvenirs, and tried to wrench open boxes and 
cupboards. Men boosted each other up to the windows, 
members of churches mingled with the demi-monde in 
struggling for views of the pits from which the bodies 
had been taken. Over it all flowed revelry and merri- 
ment suited to a country fair. Under the trees maidens 
sat and ate their lunches, when they were not chewing 
gum. Postal cards with views of the horribly dismem- 
bered bodies went like hot cakes. [Ice-cream wagons 
did a roaring trade. The only accident was when one 
woman had an arm broken by the overturning of a car- 


Shocking, isn’t it? Surely a disgrace to any country 
that calls itself civilized. Yet, when you come to think 
about it, this is only an extreme development of our 
barbarous ceremonies attending the disposition of the 
dead. 

Our modern funerals are but 1 modification of the old- 
fashioned Irish wake, when the mourners would occa- 
sionally get drunk, and the corpse would sometimes be 
overturned, a free-for-all fight perhaps following. In 
olden times—and still today in many countries—a 
funeral is made an occasion of feasting and jollification. 
Hence the phrase “funeral-baked meats.” We do not 
feast and jollify at funerals in the United States. in the 
year of our Lord 1908, but we do go through a lot of 
meaningless and unnecessary ceremonial that would 
much better be omitted.

Any right-thinking person who has lost a loved one 
must desire to be left alone with their grief, or at least, 
to be surrounded only by the nearest and dearest mem- 
bers of the family. As it is, this custom of crowds xt a 
funeral is a sort of a spiritual vivisection for the unfor- 
tunate relatives. Undoubtedly the seeds of a chronic 
lisease have been sown in many a woman at the time 
when she has had to go through the ordeal of a funeral, 
while suffering the deepest pangs of sorrow. Think of 
a woman who has lost one she dearly loves having *o 
sit and listen to the platitudes of a parson and a lot 
of mournful music, that under ordinary circumstances 
would give a person the “creeps.” When one may be 
of any assistance to the survivors that is another ques- 
tion. But to merely attend a funeral for the sake of 
curiosity, or even for the sake of showing respect to the 
dead is a relic of barbarism. 


And then the flowers. It was rather a prefiy custom 
at first, that of placing a simple bouquet or a wreath 
on the bier. Like almost everything else nowadays, this 
custom has become absurdly exaggerated. At the fu-
